This would increase the workload 
in this field about 100 per cent. 


2, A staff study on the indexing of scientific articles in 
Soviet publications was the subject of an informal meeting of 
FDD and OSI personnel. 

However, FDD may be required to maintain the scientific institu- 
tions files as an operational expedient. 


3. Chief, Scientific/Technical Branch, FDD, was named secre- 
tary of an ad hoc committee on SIC Project 11/2, Russian-English 
Scientific and Technical Dictionary. This committee works with

4, FDD participation in assisting the Post Office Depart- 
ment to comply to the McCarran Act has been under consideration. 
Decision on such participation is still pending. 


5. Reverse translations were performed for OPC, Office of 
Training, and for Communications.
